last of the above ground wires along 
the north shore succumbed to 
the 


combined forces of ice and wind. 


The only lines which survived were 


two wires to St. Louis. 
Over these 


were carried a very small part of the 
mass intelligence which normally is 
received and sent out from Chicago.

It looks as though all was not going 
to "Be plain sailing for President Wil- 
son and his cabinet, particularly Sec- 
retary of State Bryan. The resigna- 
tion of Huntington Wilson .assistant 
secretary of, state, really the only 
man in Washington who appreciates 
the gravity of the eastern problem, 
because of-his-difference in point of 
view--»'ith President Wilson's attitude 
on the-Chinese question and Secre- 
tary Bryan's St. Patrick's day ad- 
drees, 
have seriously 
complicated 


matters. 
The Wall Street 
Journal 


takes Mr. Bryan severely to task for 
his utterances on "St. Patrick's day 
In view of England's possible attitude 
on the subject. The Journal says: 


"If Secretary Bryan possesses the 


common sense which should be the 
saving quality of abilities above the 
ordinary, he will be able to learn 
much that will be useful to him in 
the future from his own mistakes. 
T-he English papers, quite properly, 
protest against liis St. Patrick's day 
utterances about Irish home rule and 
the British House of Lords. 
Mr. 


Bryan, in fact, was currying favor 
with a biased audience by talking 
about matters which were none of his 
business. 


"His remarks, in fact, come under 


the head of offensive and gratuitous. 
Home rule for Ireland is a good thing, 
like home rule for New York. 
The 


British House o£ Lords is an an- 
achronism, in the opinion of modern 
economists. 
But many English peo- 


ple "do'not believe in home rule for 
Ireland, -and do believe most thor: 
oughly in. Hit. House of-Lords. 
Ad 


milting Ui" truth of Mr. Bryan's ex- 
pressed opinion makes the case no 
better, because in such matters the 
old principle of the common law ap- 
plies—the greater the truth the great- 
er-the. libel. . 


"William Jennings Bryan, private 


citizen and perpetual candidate, was 
entitled to express his opinions on 
any subject his audience was willing 
to endure.' State Secretary Bryan 
happens to be an official and impor- 
tant part of the United States govern- 
ment, and what he says has an offi- 
cial character as in a measure repre- 
senting the opinion of all the United 
States on foreign affairs. 
Any volun- 


tary statement by Mr. Bryan, there- 
fore, carries the weight of the Wilson 
administration, and should be weighed 
accordingly by Mr. Bryan, because it 
will be so weighed by the foreign 
subject of the criticism. 


"What would our newspapers say 


if Sir Edward Grey, the British for- 
eign secretary, laid down the iaw to 
us about home rule in the Philip- 
pines, or criticised that convenient 
cloak for doubtful deeds which is 
called 'senatorial courtesy'? 
It is 


hard to think of an educated English 
gentleman, trained in public affairs, 
being guilty of such an uupardonable 
breach of good manners and good 
taste. And yet the circumstances are 
exactly parallel. The only excuse to 
be offered is that Mr. Bryan knew no 
.better. 


"The Bryans are the price we pay 


for 
democratic 
government. 
We 


make a brilliant success with them 
occasionally. But it is necessary to 
realize that we can only train them 
through 
the 
expensive process 
of 


learning by mistakes."

EQUAL SUFFRAGE. 


With the Wisconsin state senate 


passing the suffrage amendment law, 
to submit the question to a vote or 
the people again, women advocates 
of the plan boasting of their calls on 
President 
Wilson, the 
question is 


asked, "What significance does it all 
have?" 
According to an eastern ex- 


change nothing can be drawn from 
the reception accorded a delegation 
of 
equal 
suffragists 
by 
President 


Wilson on Monday sava that he de- 
sires to be regarded as being un- 
prejudiced on the woman franchise 
question. His reply to, the request 
that he take a position favorable to 
the suffrage movement in his first 
message to congress—a thing -that 
both of his immediate predecessors 
had declined to do—was not merely 
tactful and diplomatic; it was most 
reasonable. 
He said that a possiblo 


failure to mention equal suffrage in 
his first message should not be con- 
strued as signifying that he was op- 
posed to the granting of this privi- 
lege, because he might consider it 
businesslike to ask congress to deal 
with problems other than those of 
suffrage at the coming session. 


So far as can be judged, President 


Wilson is entirely open-minded on 
the suffrage question. It would be no 
difficult matter to prove by some of 
his writings that he is strongly in 
favor of an extension of the franchise 
to women, but a president of the 
United, States can hardly be bound to 
all the opinions lie held or expressed 
in his capacity 
of private citizen. 


The best that can be done in this par- 
ticular is to assume that Mr. Wilson 
will be no less democratic in his 
views in the White House than lie 
was at Princeton. 


It must be realized as clearly by 


the President, as it is by all close 
observers of current affairs, that the 
equal 
suffrage 
movement 
can 
no 


longer be properly or wisely num- 
bered with what is merely ephemeral 
and that the suffrage question must 
sooner or later be met and settled. 
But the President cannot be justly 
criticised if he refrains from commit- 
ting himself: positively pending the 
time when the subject shall demand 
recognition by the executive 
as a 


matter requiring the attention of the 
legislative branch of the government. 
That time, unless aO the- indications 
are deceptive, is not far distant, and 
it would seem that the" equal suffra- 
gists have 'cause for encouragement 
in the simple fact that one who may 
have much to. do with, the settlement 
b£ long controversy, and. one who may 
be in a position'to exercise :aii almost 
determining influence in /their. :behalf, 
is now open-minded as bo their argu- 
ments and not unkindly disposed to- 
ward their aspirations.

ATTORNEYS EXPRESS 


CONFLICTING VIEWS 


Thomas S. Nolan of This City and 
' 
H. J. Killilea of Milwaukee Clash 


Before Judiciary Committee. 


Somewhat of a conflict in the views 


of attorneys for transportation com- 
panies developed in the. discussion of 
the bill Xo. 112-S before the Judiciary 
Committee of the State Senate recent- 
ly. The bill was 
p. proposed amend- 


ment of section 4256 of the statutes re- 
lating to 
persons 
who 
may bring 


action for 
recovery of damages for 


death by wrongful act, and provided 
that the person 
or persons entitled 


thereto might, 
at his, her or then- 


election, bring the action directly in 
his. her or their own names, instead 
of 'having it brought in the name of 
the personal representatives of such 
deceased person. 


H. .T. Killilea. representing the'Chi- 


cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway 
t'ompany, made a vehement attack on 


all legislation seeking to broaden the 
law. 
He directed his verbal battery 


principally against 
the 
amendment 


made in 19.11, extending the benefit 
of the law to alien relatives of the per- 
son who might be killed. He stated 
that it was unsettling in its tendency, 
and nullified 
Courc 
decisions that 


were numerous and well considered; 
that it resulted 
in 
the 
taking of 


money from citizens and taxpayers ot 
the state, and giving it to foreigners 
from whom we might expect no bene- 
fit. 
He made the assertion that little 


of the money recovered in such cases 
would reach 
alien 
widows or rela- 


tions, owing- 
to the 
dishonesty 
of 


those who 
might act for them here. 


He cited several cases which came 
within his experience, where consuls 
and others had 
benefittedi at the ex- 


pense of alien widows and orphans. 


Thos. S. Nolan, representing 
the 


Rockt'ord & Interurban. Railway Com- 
pany and the 
Beloit and Jauesville 


Traction Companies, told the commit- 
tees thai he did not understand, the re- 
peal or the amendment of the clause 
so vigorously attacked by Mr. Killilea 
was under consideration, and therefore 
no lime should be spent iu comment- 


ing upon it; that his personal opinion, 
however, is that the alien widow or 
relatives in such cases should not be 
discriminated, against, 
and the fact 


that they might be defrauded by for. 
eign consuls or others was no argu- 
ment against the law; that every state 
in the union now co-needed thia right 
to alien relatives. Pennsylvania and 
Wisconsin being the last states to fall 
in line. He added that many widows 
and others, residents of this state, did 
not receive what they -should, owing 
to the greed and dishonesty o£ those 
representing them. 
He gave as his 


reasons for opposing 
the bill .under 


consideration, that it would be retro- 
gressive. 
No law 
should be passed 


that favors multiplicity of actions or 
that would 
tend- to 
embarrass the 


settlement of disputes, which was the 
vice in the bill before the Committee, 
representative of the deceased, repre- 
rpresentative 
of the 
deceasd, repre- 


senting all interested, might settle or 
proscute the cause of action, with the 
approval of the court, 
but if the till 


under consideration became a law, as 
many actions 
as there 
were heirs 


might be instituted in as many dif- 
ferent Courts. It would he almost im- 
possible to secure 
the agreement of 


several heirs if the bill proposed1 be- 
came a law. 
He had nover heard of 


any administrator or personal repre- 
sentative forcing a 'Settlement to the 
detriment of those interested. 


The Chairman of the Judiciary Com- 


mittee took occasion to .state that he 
considered the clause of the law at- 
tacked by Mr. Killilea meritorious and 
just and he would not favor its appeal. 


It is generally conceded that bill No. 


112-S will be -killed.

Bread is the staff of life; H is neces- 


sary that we know how to keep that 
staff in good condition. The following 
Breads are good to add variety to our 
tables.

Vienna Rolls — Take a cup of warm 


ivater, two teaspoonfuls ojf sugar, two 
of salt, a fourth of a cup of tepid wa- 
ter, in which a yeast calfe is dissolved, 
one egg and two and a half cups of 
illour. Mix and set to raise; when well 
risen roll out in long rolls arid form in 
crescent-shaped rolls. 
Sit to raise; 


brush with melted butter, and -when 
light bake in a hot oven. 


Brioche. — This is the French coffee 


cake. Mix together two cups of flour, 
four tablespoonfuls of sugar,three eggs, 
a half cup of butter, a teaspoonful of 
salt, a fourth of a cup .of water in 
which the yeast cake is softened, 
a 


fourth cup of milktand a cup of mixed 
fruit. 
The fruit may be raisins, cur- 


rants and citron, cut in 
very 
thin 


pieces, 
When risen, roll in long roll, 


form In circle and slash with a sharp 
knife. Sprinkle with sugar and cinna- 
mon and bake. 


Pocket book rolls for the children 


are made of the Parker house roll mix- 
ture, cutting them as for Parker house 
rciLls- 3i''\£2 cJl?ZJM'e folcied over, put 
rwo~oiT~three~cu"rFants in each, then 
fold over and. when baked, the little

money they find in their rolls. 


One of the important points to con- 


sider in all bread making is letting 
it raise light enough and then baking 
it at first at a high temperature, to 
kill the yeast plant and cease its rais- 
ing.

This force, organ- 
ixeil under the ollicini title of the "Armj 
of 1 he Monougiihcla," was placed tin 
der the cotnmuncl of "Stonewall" Jack- 
son, now advanced to the rank of ma- 
jor general. 


This was great news to the EllliiK- 


liains, not only for the naive reason 
that it seemed to them like throwing an 
impregnable guard arotintl Belle Bos- 
quet and the whole valley, but also and 
especially because of Captain Kobert 
Ellingliam's part in Hie growing pres- 
tige of I ho "Stonewall" brigade. 


The 
valley ol: Virginia comprised 


w i t h i n thai section of the Appalachian 
plateau bounded on the east by tho 
Hlne KklgG and on the west by a range 
of the 
Alleglicnius called there tliu 


North mountains, stretches from the 
headwaters of 
Iho. Shcnandoah near 


Hlaiiuton on tho smith to the I'otomac 
on the north, a distance of considerably 
more than a hundred miles. At flu; 
upper iMiil 
i his valley is more than 


forty miles- wide, while at Strasljnrg. 
titty miles south of the Potomac, tin- 
extreme width i.s scarcely twenty-five. 


A broad macadamized road, the fa- 


mous Valley pike, traverses the entire 
region from north to south, with lateral 
roads extending to the mountain boun- 
daries on either side, those toward the 
Blue Itidge connecting through various 
gaps with -the railroads of eastern Vir- 
ginia.

called for protection for its own sake 
us well as for that of its patriotic pop- 
ulation (of which the Ullingliiuns were 
a fair sample!, its numerous bhu.-k 
slaves and (lie rich supplies which its 
lush meadow laiuis and broai.1 planta- 
tions furnished. 


It was especially 'important from a 


southern military viewpoint that the 
valley should be held intact by a Con- 
federate army. 
No portion of the re- 


gion could be given up without serious 
detriment to operations north of Rich- 
mond. 


"if this valley is lost. Virginia is 


lost," was Jackson's watchword. 


Early in January. ISOli, Captain El- 


liugham wrote to his sister in -Rich- 
mond: "\\'c have only conjecture as to 
our destination. General .Tncksoti keeps 
his secrets so well as to deceive not 
oaly tbc enemy, but ourselves." 


Without losing any time Jackson now 


set out with fiercer energy than ever to 
surprise the Federal garrison imder 
General Kelly at Koiuney. The weath- 
er was fearful, even for ordinary trav- 
el, to say nothing of forced military 
movements. 
Men and horses fell on 


the icy roads, their guns going off all 
along the line, the knees and muzzles 
of the animals lacerated, the men limp, 
ing along, leaving trails of blood on the 
frozen snow. The march was compar- 
able to Xapoleoii's passage of the Alps 
aud not alone in its hardships, but likc- 
•wise in its results, for before the ]st of 
February General Kelly had evacuated 
Itomney, aud for the moment there was 
no I-'cderiil force left in the entire low- 
er valley. 


With the opening of spring four Fed- 


eral armies nuder Fremont, Banks, 11'.- 


respectively 


were ready to close in upon Jilcnmona. 
Fremont and Hanks in the north iinU 
west expected to unite tilth' forces ami 
drive Jackson up the valley, cutting 
the Confederate communications and 
tlien sweeping down upon liicliiuond 
I'roni the mountains, while McClellan 
marched tip the peninsula between the 
James ami York rivers, ami McDowell 
advanced frnm Frederieksbni'g. 


IC.'trly in Ma roll "Stonewall" Jackson 


was back in Winchester with Banks 
iihci an augmented Federal force sit his 
heels on the north, and Shields with 
nnothei 
1 army reported at Strasbnrjj to 


the southward. 


Here Dub Kllingham first made the 


acquaintance of Colonel Ashby, com- 
manding Jackson's cavalry—a won- 
drous cavalier from I'auqnier county, 
mounted on a milk wbite blooded 
horse, the most clashing rider in the 
whole state of Virginia, and as a lead- 
ei: of partisans destined soon to rank 
among the foremost of his contempo- 
raries. Ashby lookcd.like a Moor and 
had. the chivalrous soul of a Sahulin. 


They struck Shields near Woodstock, 


some forty miles up tho pike, and on 
March 213 stttnckcd him. at Kornstown. 
and were repulsed. This was one oC 
the few setbacks Jackson encountered 
in his campaign, and the .furious im- 
pulse of his rebound that followed im- 
mediately after made it a costly vic- 
tory for his opponent. A frenxy seized 
"Old Stonewall" and his men and 
made them invincible, irresistible. The 
limitless resources of the now thor- 
oughly aroused Washington- govern- 
ment were brought to bear in earnest 
upon this hold secessionist. 


The whole valley was alive with 


marching and 
connlormarching. ad- 


vancing and retreating armies. Jack- 
son's desperate game was to present a 


I menacing froiit'ln several' directions at 


once, while awaiting re-enforrements 
sorely needed. 
General Banks came 


over from Manassas. bent upon bis de- 
struction. At the same time Blenker. 
on his way-with 10,000 men to join 
Fremont, was instructed to report to 
him as he followed Jackson up the 
valley. Jaekaon stood at bay at Swift 
Run gap in the Blue Uidge mountains, 
with the Sbenandoah river in bis front 
and his Hanks protected by the foot- 
hills. Ewe!!, with a bandy Confederate 
force, was n o t ' f a r away, hut on the 
other side of the mountains in Jack- 
son's rear, lit (lordonsville. 


In this tight place Jackson called 


iipo'n 'General De'e at Riclmiouil to ro- 
suforce him with 5,000 men. I.ee could 
not spare any from the defense of 
liiehmond, but suggested that a union 
mighc be effected with General HO- 
v/ard Johnson and his .'.',500 troops at. 
Ktann.lon. 
Kwell 
was expected 
to

It was the central object ever 


preterit in Christ's own thought and 
teacning.
